questionable activities pursucd by tho Agency in the past.

Z. This Office continucs to expect each employec to
all attention to any questionsble activity, past or
present.  The future of the Agency could be dependent upoun
vigilance an this matrter.

3. As Dirocfor of Sccurity 1 cannot overemphasize
that T cxpect every cmployec of the Office of S wcurity to
accept this responsibility as being key to the lifeblood
of the Office and the Agency. No onc has the perscenal or
professional right to lecave a questionable activity unre-
ported.

4. In order to ensurc that all Office of Security
cmpleyecs are aware of their responsibility in this regard,
I ask Of{icc of Security supervisors at every level to be
attuned to his subordinates' possible desires to bring

questionable activities to light. Such matters will be
brought to my attention immediatcly through the chain of
command. Tuvther, to ensure that there is no chance for

bring such matters to my personal attention if he helicves
that the chain of command has not attended to his report
or if he is reluctant to discuss it with his supcrvisor,
